INDIA FAMINE 


keadthe Pen Pictures of the Awful 
Suffering of Human 
Beings. 


LOUIS KLOPSCH TELLS A STORY 


That Is Unparalleled In Its Viv id 
Delineatio n o f Misery and 
Death. 


AND 
NOW 
DO

PART 


We journey ed 150 miles south, and 
200 miles north, of Bomb ay . 
Desola­ 
tion and death were written all over 
the famine district. A more discourag­ 
ing condition could not well b e imag­ 
ined. For miles and miles not a b lade 
of grass! The sun relentlessly 
sent 
Its destructive ray s on man and b east. 
The hot soil, hard-b aked, refracted the 
heat and rendered 
life 
a 
b urden. 
Crowds of human b eings, emaciated 
and deb ilitated, moved from place to 
place in vain search for food, mutely 
appealing for help that never came. 
Cattle, reduced to very skeletons, fee­ 
b ly crept ab out in quest of fodder, and 
in lieu of it licked the hot soil 
as 
though to propitiate its anger. Trees, 
stripped of all their b ark to the very 
tips, stood out like white 
skeletons 
against the cruel, fiery sky . Vultures, 
perched on leafless b ranches, listless­ 
ly waited for victims. 
Not a b reath 
was stirring. The silence of death had 
settled upon the country . 
It feel it 
now as I write, so much so that the 
scratching of the pen seems harsh 
and intrusive. There is something un­ 
canny ab out this silence. 
It enters 
one’s very b eing and b enumb s one’s 
senses. It kills amb ition. The desire 
for life passes away and an ab solute 
indifference to fate takes its place. 
We were in the great gravey ard of In­ 
dia. 
It covered 350,000 square miles, 
equal to any eight states west of the 
Mississippi. 
Death and 
decay were 
round ab out us on every hand. Possi­ 
b ly we might never again get b ey ond 
Its confines. 
Who could tell! 
Awful 
as it was, we did not realize it then, 
for that required thought, and this 
ominous, death like silence paraly zed 
thought. 
The Fa mine ’s Ha v oc a t Godhra . 
But we had a mission to perform, 
and strength had to b e mustered for 
the effort. We were b ound for Godhra. 
Terrib le things had b een reported of 
its condition. Cholera had stampeded 
its great camp of 14,000 famine work­ 
ers. Unhuried dead were reported as 
ly ing around on every hand. Contagion 
b ad spread in every direction and fear 
and apprehension had b een freely ex­ 
pressed for our welfare b y those well 
informed, as to the nature of the risk 
we were incurring. 
But Godhra was 
on the list, and therefore to Godhra 
we went. After a mournful experience 
in the poor house at Baroda, concern­ 
ing which I will write in a future let­ 
ter, we 
started out, on 
the 
Great 
Western railroad, arriving there at 7 
o’clock in the evening. Rev. Rob ert 
Ward, one of God’s nob lemen, a con­ 
secrated Methodist missionary , 
met 
us and took Rev. E. F. Frease (his pre­ 
siding elder), who had accompanied 
us, and my self, to his home, located 
half an hour’s drive in the interior. 
After supper, while seated 
on 
the 
porch, on the lookout for a stray whiff 
of fresh air, Mr. Ward showed me the 
photograph of a dead child, and told 
me a story which saddens me when­ 
ever I recall it. 
'While he and his 
dear wife—God b less them and com­ 
fort them—were working day 
and 
night caring for thousands of cholera 
patients, it pleased God to call this, 
their 
only child, to himself, 
away 


from the scenes of misery and death 
that surrounded it. 
A friend made a 
little coffin and they b uried their darl­ 
ing a few y ards from the house. Then 
without waiting to mourn, they con­ 
tinued their work, and not until the 
siege was over did they realize the ex­ 
tent of their 
terrib le b ereavement. 
Then nature gave way and reaction 
set in. I had noticed that Mrs. Ward 
was exceptionally sad and quiet during 
the 
meal. 
Indeed, it was painfully 
noticeab le. I could not explain it. Now 
I understood it all. 
Mr. Ward told 
me how dreadfully they missed their 
little one and what a great comfort 
she had b een to her mother in the wil­ 
derness of woe in which, as Christ’s 
servants, they were rendering services 
such as only consecrated missionaries 
can. That night as I retired I offered 
up an earnest pray er that God would 
comfort, sustain and strengthen them, 
and enab le them to trust steadfastly 
and unwaveringly even 
where they 
could not see. 
At 6 o’clock in the morning I awoke, 
and after a hurried b reakfast, 
we 
started out across fields to the poor 
house. On the way we saw numerous 
skeletons and skulls of cholera vic- 
times. Three thousand had died in four 
day s and many b odies had not y et b een 
discovered, for the sick had fled in all 
directions, dy ing on the fields, b y the 
roadside, in the gulches and under the 
trees. 
We passed the place of b urn­ 
ing, and here skulls and b ones in large 
numb ers, charred b ut not consumed, 
were plentiful among the ashes of the 
dead. Two men, who had b een b rib ed 
to help remove the b odies where they 
could he b urned, themselves had fallen 
victims to the dread scourge and had 
died near the very spot where 
the 
b urning was proceeding, and then and 
there their own b odies were consigned 
to the flames. Passing on, we looked 
over into the b ed of a dry stream, and 
there we saw a sight 
sickening b e­ 
y ond description. A b ody , partly clad, 
lay doub led up as though the victim 
had died in intensest agony . A large 
hole in the the left side showed where 
vultures had torn out the heart. The 
skull was almost entirely denuded of 
flesh. 
It was ghastly , indeed. A sight 
which, though one should live centur­ 
ies can never b e effaced from the mem­ 
ory . 
At last we arrived at the hospital. 
How different from what we had seen 
in the morning at Baroda! 
A Chris­ 
tian missionary had lent a hand and 
out of chaos came order. Ten native 
Christian converts acted as nurses. Ev­ 
ery thing was clean and b right, and the 
patients seemed as well cared for as 
if in America. It was an oasis in the 
desert. A few weeks b efore, this hos­ 
pital had b een as horrib le as that at 
Dohad, describ ed further on. The gov­ 
ernment gave Mr. Ward an opportuni­ 
ty to do missionary work, and a trans­ 
formation ensued that made the God 
lira hospital the b est I saw in India. 
The b eds were clean. 
The patients 
were cheerful. The attendants were 
kind and sy mpathetic. 
No offensive 
ordor 
greeted us at the gate. 
The 
death rate was normal. My heart re­ 
joiced and I could not help making 
mental comparison b etween Hinduism 
and Christianity , as evinced b y their 
respective fruits. How glad I felt that 
the Christian Herald and its army of 
readers had so lib erally contrib uted to 
b lessed work such as this. Here was 
a practical demonstration 
of 
what 
Christ’s missionaries 
are 
doing all 
over this b enighted land. I thanked 
God that he had put it into my heart 
to go and see for my self what he is 
doing through 
that nob le b and 
of 
men and women, who have given up 
home and friends and kindred to do 
his will and to let their light so shine 
that men, seeing their good 
works, 
might b e persuaded 
to 
glorify our 
Heavenly Father. It was good almost 
b ey ond relief, and for the encourage­ 
ment 
of our readers who, in b ehalf 
of India have made many heroic sac­ 
rifices, 1 had a photograph taken.

We journeyed 150 miles south, and 
SHOO miles north, of Bombay. Desola­ 
tion and death were written all over 
the famine district. A more discourag­ 
ing condition could not well be imag 
hied. For miles and miles not a blade 


Of grass! The sun relentlessly sent 
Its destructive rays on man and beast. 
The hot soil, hard-baked, refracted the 
heat and rendered 
life 
a 
burden. 
Crowds of human beings, emaciated 
and debilitated, moved from place to 
place in vain search for food, mutely 
appealing for help that never came. 
Cattle, reduced to very skeletons, fee­ 
bly crept about in quest of fodder, and 
In lieu of it licked the hot soil 
as 
though to propitiate its anger. Trees, 
•tripped of all their bark to the very 
tips, stood out like white skeletons 
against the cruel, fiery sky. Vultures, 
perched on leafless branches, listless­ 
ly waited for victims. Not a breath 


w aB stirring. The silence of death had 
settled upon the country. It feel it 
now as I write, so much so that the 
scratching of the pen seems harsh 
and intrusive. There is something un­ 
canny about this silence. It enters 
one’s very being and benumbs one’s 
senses. It kills ambition. The desire 
for life passes away and an absolute 
Indifference to fate takes its place. 
We were in the great graveyard of In­ 
dia. It covered 350,000 square miles, 
equal to any eight states west of the 
Mississippi. 
Death and 
decay were 
round about us on every hand. Possi­ 
bly we might never again get beyond 
Its confines. Who could tell! 
Awful 
as it was, we did not realize it then, 
tor that required thought, and this 
ominous, death-like silence paralyzed 
thought 
Tho Famine’s Havoc at Godhra. 
But we had a mission to perform, 
and strength had to be mustered for 
the effort. We were bound for Godhra. 
Terrible things had been reported of 
its condition. Cholera had stampeded 
Its great camp of 14,000 famine work­ 
ers. Unburied dead were reported as 
lying around on every hand. Contagion 
had spread in every direction and fear 
and apprehension had been freely ex­ 
pressed for our welfare by those well 
Informed, as to the nature of the risk 
we were incurring. But Godhra was 
on the list, and therefore to Godhra 
we went. After a mournful experience 
In the poor house at Baroda, concern 
lng which I will write in a future let­ 
ter, we started out, on the Great 
Western railroad, arriving there at 7 
o’clock in the evening. Rev. Robert 
Ward, one of God’s noblemen, a con 
secrated Methodist missionary, 
met 
us and took Rev. E. F. Frease (his pre­ 
siding elder), who had accompanied 
us, and myself, to his home, located 
half an hour’s drive in the interior. 
After supper, while seated 
on 
the 
porch, on the lookout for a stray whiff 
of fresh air, Mr. Ward showed me the 
photograph of a dead child, and told 
me a story which saddens me when 
ever I recall it. 
While he and his 
dear wife—God bless them and com 
fort them—were working day and 
night caring for thousands of cholera 
patients, it pleased God to call this, 
their 
only child, to himself, 
away 


from the scenes of misery and death I 
that surrounded it. A friend made a 
little coffin and they buried their darl­ 
ing a few yards from the house. Then 
without waiting to mourn, they con­ 
tinued their work, and not until the 
siege was over did they realize the ex­ 
tent of their 
terrible bereavement. 
Then nature gave way and reaction 
set in. I had noticed that Mrs. Ward I 
was exceptionally sad and quiet during 
the 
meal. 
Indeed, it was painfully 
noticeable. I could not explain it. Now 
I understood it all. 
Mr. Ward told 
me how dreadfully they missed their 
little one and what a great comfort 
she had been to her mother in the wil­ 
derness of woe in which, as Christ’s 
servants, they were rendering services 
such as only consecrated missionaries 
can. That night as I retired I offered 
up an earnest prayer that God would 
comfort, sustain and strengthen them, 
and enable them to trust steadfastly 
and unwaveringly even where they 
could not see. 
At 6 o’clock in the morning I awoke, 
and after a hurried breakfast, 
we 
started out across fields to the poor 
house. On the way we saw numerous 
skeletons and skulls of cholera vlc- 
times. Three thousand had died in four 
days and many bodies had not yet been 
discovered, for the sick had fled in all 
directions, dying on the fields, by the 
roadside, in the gulches and under the 
trees. We passed the place of burn 
ing, and here skulls and bones in large 
numbers, charred but not consumed, 
were plentiful among the ashes of the 
dead. Two men, who had been bribed 
to help remove the bodies where they 
could be burned, themselves had fallen 
victims to the dread scourge and had 
died near the very spot where 
the 
burning was proceeding, and then and 
there their own bodies were consigned 
to the flames. Passing on, we looked 
over into the bed of a dry stream, and 
there we saw a sight sickening be 
yond description. A body, partly clad,

LOUIS KLOPSGH TELLS A STORY 


That Is Unparalleled In Its Vivid 
Delineation of Misery and 
Death.

We journeyed 150 railes south, and 
SOO miles north, of Bombay. 
Desola­ 
tion and death were written all over 
the famine district. A more discourag­ 
ing condition could not well be imag­ 
ined. For miles and miles not a blade 
Of grass! The sun relentlessly 
sent 
its destructive rays on man and beast. 
Tho hot soil, hard-baked, refracted the 
heat and rendered 
life 
a 
burden. 
Crowds of human beings, emaciated 
and debilitated, moved from place to 
place in vain search for food, mutely 
appealing for help that never came. 
Cattle, reduced to very skeletons, fee­ 
bly crept about in quest of fodder, and 
in lieu of it licked the hot soil 
as 
though to propitiate its anger. Trees, 
•tripped of all their bark to the very 
tips, stood out like white 
skeletons 
against the cruel, fiery sky. Vultures, 
perched on leafless branches, listless­ 
ly waited for victims. 
Not a breath 
was stirring. The silence of death had 
settled upon the country. 
It feel it 
now as I write, so much so that the 
scratching of the pen seems harsh 
and intrusive. There is something un­ 
canny about this silence. 
It 
enters 
one’s very being and benumbs one’s 
senses. It kills ambition. The desire 
for life passes away and an absolute 
indifference to fate takes its place. 
We were in the great graveyard of In­ 
dia. 
It covered 350,000 square miles, 
equal to any eight states west of the 
Mississippi. 
Death and 
decay were 
round about us on every hand. Possi­ 
bly we might never again get beyond 
its confines. 
Who could tell! 
Awful 
as it was, we did not realize it then 
for that required thought, and this 
ominous, death-like silence paralyzed 
thought. 
The Famine’s Havoc at Godhra. 
But we had a mission to perform 
and strength had to be mustered for 
the effort. We were bound for Godhra 
Terrible things had been reported of 
its condition. Cholera had stampeded 
its great camp of 14,000 famine work­ 
ers. Unburied dead were reported as 
lying around on every hand. Contagion 
bad spread in every direction and fear 
and apprehension had been freely ex 
pressed for our welfare by those well 
informed, as to the nature of the risk 
we were incurring. 
But Godhra was 
on the list, and therefore to Godhra 
we went. After a mournful experience 
in the poor house at Baroda, concern 
ing which I will write in a future let­ 
ter, we 
started out, on 
the 
Great 
Western railroad, arriving there at 7 
o'clock in the evening. Rev. Robert 
Ward, one of God’s noblemen, a con­ 
secrated Methodist missionary, 
met 
us and took Rev. E. F. Frease (his pre­ 
siding elder), who had accompanied 
us, and myself, to his home, located 
half an hour’s drive in the interior. 
After supper, while seated 
on 
the 
porch, on the lookout for a stray whiff 
of fresh air, Mr. Ward showed me the 
photograph of a dead child, and told 
me a story which saddens me when­ 
ever I recall it. 
While he and his 
dear wife—God bless them and com­ 
fort them—were working day 
and 
night caring for thousands of cholera 
patients, it pleased God to call this, 
their 
only child, to himself, 
away^ 


from the scenes of misery and death 
that surrounded it. A friend made a 
little coffin and they buried their darl­ 
ing a few yards from the house. Then 
without waiting to mourn, they con­ 
tinued their work, and not until the 
siege was over did they realize the ex­ 
tent of their 
terrible bereavement. 
Then nature gave way and reaction 
set in. I had noticed that Mrs. Ward 
was exceptionally sad and quiet during 
the 
meal. 
Indeed, it was painfully 
noticeable. I could not explain it. Now 
I understood it all. 
Mr. Ward told 
me how dreadfully they missed their 
little one and what a great comfort 
she had been to her mother in the wil 
derness of woe in which, as Christ’ 
servants, they were rendering services 
such as only consecrated missionaries 
can. That night as I retired I offered 
up an earnest prayer that God would 
comfort, sustain and strengthen them 
and enable them to trust steadfastly 
and unwaveringly even 
where they 
could not see. 
At 6 o’clock in the morning I awoke 
and after a hurried breakfast, 
we 
started out across fields to the poor 
house. On the way we saw numerous 
skeletons and skulls of cholera vie 
times. Three thousand had died in four 
days and many bodies had not yet been 
discovered, for the sick had fled in all 
directions, dying on the fields, by the 
roadside, in the gulches and under the 
trees. We passed the place of burn 
ing, and here skulls and bones in large 
numbers, charred but not consumed 
were plentiful among the ashes of the 
dead. Two men, who had been bribed 
to help remove the bodies where they 
could be burned, themselves had fallen 
victims to the dread scourge and had 
died near the very spot where 
the 
burning was proceeding, and then and 
there their own bodies were consigned 
to the flames. Passing on, we looked 
over into the bed of a dry stream, and 
there we saw a sight 
sickening be­ 
yond description. A body, partly clad 
lay doubled up as though the victim 
had died in intensest agony. A large 
hole in the the left side showed where 
vultures had torn out the heart. The 
skull was almost entirely denuded of 
flesh. It was ghastly, indeed. A sight 
which, though one should live centur­ 
ies can never be effaced from the mem­ 
ory. 
At last we arrived at the hospital. 
How different from what we had seen 
in the morning at Baroda! 
A Chris­ 
tian missionary had lent a hand and 
out of chaos came order. Ten native 
Christian converts acted as nurses. Ev­ 
erything was clean and bright, and the 
patients seemed as well cared for as 
if in America. It was an oasis in the 
desert. A few weeks before, this hos­ 
pital had been as horrible as that at 
Dohad, described further on. The gov­ 
ernment gave Mr. Ward an opportuni­ 
ty to do missionary work, and a trans­ 
formation ensued that made the God­ 
hra hospital the best I saw in India. 
The beds were clean. 
The patients 
were cheerful. The attendants were 
kind and sympathetic. 
No offensive 
ordor 
greeted us at the gate. 
The 
death rate was normal. My heart re­ 
joiced and I could not help making 
mental comparison between Hinduism 
and Christianity, as evinced by their 
respective fruits. How glad I felt that 
the Christian Herald and its army of 
readers had so liberally contributed to 
blessed work such as this. Here was 
a practical demonstration 
of 
what 
Chrlat’s missionaries 
are 
doing all 
over this benighted land. I thanked 
God that he had put it into my heart 
to go and see for myself what he is 
doing through 
that noble band 
of 
men and women, who have given up 
home and friends and kindred to do 
his will and to let their light so shine 
that men, seeing their good 
works, 
might be persuaded 
to 
glorify our 
Heavenly Father. It was good almost 
beyond relief, and for the encourage­ 
ment of our readers who, in behalf 
of India have made many heroic sac­ 
rifices, I had a photograph taken.

Still Continues to be V e ry 


Good. 
Tl*e Crockery Journal has the fol­ 
lowing to say of the condition of trade 
in this city: 
"It is an encouraging fact W’ith a 
majority of the potters that in reply 
to inquiries nine-tenths of the back de­ 
mands, even to March, are ordered 
shipped. 
One pottery sent one hun­ 
dred and sixty letters to patrons after 
the fifteenth and received less than 
half a dozen 
countermands. 
Other 
potteries have practically cleared their 
order files and are at work on stock 
and July orders. 
Few are receiving 
enough current orders to absorb their 
daily* productions. 
There are, how­ 
ever. some plants that have contracts 
and orders taken earlier sufficient in 
amount to keep them busy for the next 
GO days, and one manager says 
his 
contracts will keep him practically em­ 
ployed till December. 
Two or three 
potteries have not a single salesman 
on the road, and announce that they 
will need none till late in the fall, if 
at all this season."

the 
Brotherhood of Op erativ e Potters will 
be crowned with 
su ccess, and 
the 
new scale will be installed in the p ot­ 
teries of Trenton. 


At the meeting of the kilnmen's lo­ 
cal. which by the way is 
the 
third 
strongest branch of the Brotherhood , 
it was d ecid ed to accep t the list ad op t­ 
ed at 
the Pittsbu rg 
conference 
of 
manu factu rers and op erativ es, and rat­ 
ified at the recent national conv ention 
of the Brotherhood held at Wheeling. 
The meeting was a rep resentativ e 
one and mu ch interest was manifested 
in the new scale. 
The kilnmen hav e 
all along felt that the scale wou ld 
work a hard ship to them and hav e 
fou ght it tooth and nail. 
Bu t u p on a fu ll p resentation of the 
case last night by Presid ent Hu ghes. 
Vice Presid ent Hu tchins and Secreta­ 
ry Du ffy , the local d ecid ed that it was 
not only to the 
best interests of the 
trad e, bu t to their own interests to 
hav e the u niform scale in force. 
The meeting was a most satisfactory 
one and the ou tcome au gu rs well for a 
p eacefu l Solu tion of the d ifficu lty that 
has been staring the p otters in the 
face. 
It was feared that the kilnmen 
wou ld not accep t the scale and that it 
wou ld thu s be an imp ossible thing to 
hav e it go into effect in the local p ot­ 
teries. 
The list affects all the local p otter­ 
ies, with the ex cep tion of those m ak­ 
ing sanitary and v itrou s china. 
There 
are 11 p lants which are affected in ev ­ 
ery branch of it. They are the Etru ria, 
Prosp ect Hill and East Trenton, op era­ 
ted by Charles Howell Cook; the Cres­ 
cent, op erated by the Trenton Potter­ 
ies comp any ; the Lam berton 
works, 
op erated by the Mad d ock Pottery com­ 
p any ; the International; the Glasgow, 
op erated by the John Moses & Sons 
comp any ; the Mercer, 
op erated 
by 
James Moses; the Willets, H art Brew­ 
er and Anchor p otteries. 
Among both the m anu factu rers and 
op erativ es there is a d isp osition to 
hav e the list go into effect. 
In fact, 
it was for the v ery p u rp ose of getting 
a u niform list for the 
trad e that the 
Brotherhood was formed 10 y ears ago, 
and the p rosp ect of its accomp lish­ 
ment at this time natu rally has a v ery 
soothing effect both on the manu fac­ 
tu rers and the op erativ es, who 
are 
looking ahead intelligently . 
There has alway s been an air of u u - 
certainty among both emp loy ers and 
emp loy ed , and it was after y ears of 
this chaotic state that the rep resenta­ 
tiv es of both sid es finally gathered at 
ittsbu rg and after d ay s of hard work 
d ecid ed u p on a list. 
The list as finally ad op ted contained 
helically the 
su ggestions of 
the 
men, and all seem agreed that it wou ld 
e to help both the men and op era- 
1V€s in the long ru n, as it will tend 
0 ^ev ate the trad e. 
. While there is a d isp osition on the 


p art of some of the jiggermen to still 
fight against the installation of 
the 
list, the p rev ailing sentiment among 
the p otters is that they will see its rea­ 
sonableness and that it will be p u t in 
j force here within the nex t 10 d ay s. 
It 
' is ex p ected that the Brotherhood offi­ 
cials will meet shortly with the jigger­ 
men, and that when the list is fu lly ex ­ 
p lained they will not fu rther p rotest. 
When seen abou t the m atter y ester­ 
d ay , Presid ent Hu ges refu sed to d is­ 
cu ss it fu rther than to say that he 
was hop efu l of the 
list going into ef­ 
fect in 1 i enton. 
He wou ld not say 
what had been d one in regard to the 
jiggermen. 
’ We are working for the good of the 
whole trad e,” he said , “and not for any 
p articu lar branch. It is ou r p u rp ose to 
try and elev ate the entire ind u stry and 
we are end eav oring to see that 
the 
men get fair p lay . 
So far, where the 
list has gone into effect it has worked 
with 
great satisfaction, and we be­ 
liev e that its installation here wou ld 
be a great benefit to all the p otters of 
the city .” 
In an interv iew with a Tru e Ameri­ 
can rep orter y esterd ay Albert Croot,

said : 


“We hav e had

commu nication 
from the 
ex ecu tiv e board to meet u s 
and d iscu ss the scale, and we d on’t 
want any . 
“The jiggermen are p erfectly satis­ 
fied with the wages they are getting 
and d o not wish any change. 
“I ad mit that a u niform p rice list 
throu ghou t the cou ntry wou ld be an 
ex cellent thing, bu t a man working at 
the bench cannot sacrifice the red u c­ 
tion the scale calls for for the sake 
! of u niformity . 
“Take my own 
case for instance. 
Shou ld the jiggermen accep t the scale 
my env elop e wou ld be from $6 to $8 
less when Satu rd ay night came. 
“The Brotherhood officials say a p ro­ 
v ision has been mad e in the scale to 
reimbu rse the jiggermen for the in­ 
ad eq u ate facilities they hav e to con­ 
tend with. 
Bu t where is the manu fac­ 
tu rer who is going to ad mit that the 
facilities of his p lant are inferior to 
his comp etitors. 
“That is abou t all I hav e to say , and 
I will state that 1 d o not believ e that 
the jiggermen will ev er again be affil­ 
iated with the Brotherhood of Op era­ 
tiv e Potters.”

He Thinks th e Uniform Scale Will 
E ventually Be Adopted at 
Trenton. 


J1GGERMEN

Their President Says They Have 
No Desire to Meet With Exe­ 
cutive Board.

The Trenton True American of yes­ 
terday has the 
following interesting 
account of the pottery situation in that 
city: 
lf the jiggermen take as kindly to 
the new wage scale, after it has been 
fully explained to them, as did the 
kilnmen at their meeting, the mission 
of the executive committee of 
the 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters will 
be crowned with 
success, and 
the 
new scale will be installed in the pot­ 
teries of Trenton. 
At the meeting of the kilnmen’s lo­ 
cal. which by the way is 
the 
third 
strongest branch of the Brotherhood. 
it was decided to accept the list adopt­ 
ed at 
the Pittsburg 
conference 
of 
manufacturers and operatives, and rat­ 
ified at the recent national convention 
of the Brotherhood held at Wheeling. 
The meeting was a representative 
one and much interest was manifested 
in the new scale. 
The kilnmen have 
all along felt that the scale would 
work a hardship to them and have 
fought it tooth and nail. 
But upon a full presentation of the 
case last night by President Hughes. 
Vice President Hutchins and Secreta­ 
ry Duffy, the local decided that it was 
Dot only to the 
best interests of the 
trade, but to their own interests to 
have the uniform scale in force. 
The meeting was a most satisfactory 
one and the outcome augurs well for a 
peaceful s'olution of the difficulty that 
has been staring the potters in the 
face. It was feared that the kilnmen 
would not accept the scale and that it 
would thus be an impossible thing to 
have it go into effect in the local pot­ 
teries. 
T he list affects all the local potter­ 
ies, with the exception of those mak­ 
ing sanitary and vitrous china. There 
are 11 plants which are affected in ev­ 
ery branch of it. They are the Etruria, 
Prospect Hill and E ast Trenton, opera­ 
ted by Charles Howell Cook; the Cres­ 
cent, operated by the Trenton Potter­ 
ies company; the Lam berton 
works, 
operated by the Maddock Pottery com­ 
pany; the International; the Glasgow, 
operated by the John Moses & Sons 
company; the Mercer, 
operated by 
James Moses; the W illets, H art Brew­ 
er and Anchor potteries. 
Among both the m anufacturers and 
operatives there is a disposition . to 
have the list go into effect. 
In fact, 
it was for the very purpose of getting 
a uniform list for the trade that the 
Brotherhood was formed IO years ago, 
sud the prospect of its accomplish­ 
ment at this time naturally has a very 
soothing effect both on the manufac­ 
turers and the operatives, who 
are 
hoking ahead intelligently. 
There has always been an air of un­ 
certainty among both employers and 
^ployed, and it was after years of 
ibis chaotic state th at the representa­ 
tives of both sides finally gathered at 
ittsburg and after days of hard work 
Voided upon a list. 
The list as finally adopted contained 
Practically the 
suggestions of 
the 
lDen. und all seem agreed that it would 
^erv e to help both the men and opera- 
in the long run, as it will tend 
0 elevate the trade. 
. ^hile there is a disposition on the 


part of some of the jiggermen to still 
fight against the installation of 
the 
list, the prevailing sentiment among 
the potters is that they will see its rea­ 
sonableness and that it will be put in 
force here within the next IU days. It 
is expected that the Brotherhood offi­ 
cials will meet shortly with the jigger- 
men, and that when the list is fully ex­ 
plained they will not further protest. 
VV hen seen about the m atter yester­ 
day, President Huges refused to dis­ 
cuss it further than to say that he 
was hopeful of the list going into ef­ 
fect in Trenton. 
He would not say 
what had been done in regard to the 
jiggermen. 
“We are working for the good of the 
whole trade,” he said, “and not for any 
particular branch. It is our purpose to 
try and elevate the entire industry and 
we are endeavoring to see that 
the 
men get fair play. 
So far, where the 
list has gone into effect it has worked 
with 
great satisfaction, and we be­ 
lieve that its installation here would 
be a great benefit to all the potters of 
the city.” 
In an interview with a True Ameri­ 
can reporter yesterday Albert Croot, 
president of the jiggermen’s 
union, 
said; 
“We have had 
no communication 
from the executive board to meet us 
and discuss the scale, and we don’t 
want any. 
“The jiggermen are perfectly satis­ 
fied with the wages they are getting 
and do not w ish any change. 
“I admit that a uniform price list 
throughout the country would be an 
excellent thing, but a man working at 
the bench cannot sacrifice the reduc­ 
tion the scale calls for for the sake 
of uniformity. 
“Take my own 
case for instance. 
Should the jiggermen accept the scale 
my envelope would be from $6 to $8 
less when Saturday night came. 
“The Brotherhood officials say a pro­ 
vision has been made in the scale to 
reimburse the jiggermen for the in­ 
adequate facilities they have to con­ 
tend with. But where is the manufac­ 
turer who is going to admit that the 
facilities of his plant are inferior to 
his competitors. 
“That is about all I have to say, and 
I will state that I do not believe that 
the jiggermen will ever again be affil­ 
iated with the Brotherhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters.”

Trenton.

Their President Says They Have 
No Desire to Meet With Exe­ 
cutive Board.

The Trenton True American of yes­ 
terday has the 
following interesting 
account of the pottery situation in that 
city : 
lf the jiggermen take as kindly to 
the new wage scale, after it has been 
fully explained to them, as did the 
liilnmen at their meeting, the mission 
of the executive committee of 
the 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters will 
be crowned with 
success, and 
the 
new scale will be installed in the pot­ 
teries of Trenton. 
At the meeting of the kilnmen’s lo­ 
cal, which by the way is 
the 
third 
strongest branch of the Brotherhood. 
it was decided to accept the list adopt­ 
ed at 
the Pittsburg 
conference 
of 
manufacturers and operatives, and rat­ 
ified at the recent national convention 
of the Brotherhood held at Wheeling. 
The meeting was a representative 
one and much interest was manifested 
in the new scale. 
The kilnmen have 
all along felt that the scale would 
work a hardship to them and have 
fought it tooth and nail. 
But upon a full presentation of the 
case last night by President Hughes. 
Vice President Hutchins and Secreta­ 
ry Duffy, the local decided that it was 
not only to the 
best interests of the 
trade, but to their own interests to 
have the uniform scale in force. 
The meeting was a most satisfactory 
one and the outcome augurs well for a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty that 
has been staring the potters in the 
face. It was feared that the kilnmen 
would not accept the scale and that it 
would thus be an impossible thing to 
have it go into effect in the local pot­ 
teries. 
The list affects all the local potter­ 
ies, with the exception of those mak­ 
ing sanitary and vitrous china. There 
are ll plants which are affected in ev­ 
ery branch of it. They are the Etruria, 
Prospect Hill and East Trenton, opera­ 
ted by Charles Howell Cook; the Cres­ 
cent, operated by the Trenton Potter­ 
ies company; the Lamberton 
works, 
operated by the Maddock Pottery com­ 
pany; the International; the Glasgow, 
operated by the John Moses & Sons 
company; the Mercer, 
operated by 
James Moses; the Willets, Hart Brew­ 
er and Anchor potteries. 
Among both the manufacturers and 
operatives there is a disposition to 
have the list go into effect. 
In fact, 
it was for the very purpose of getting 
a uniform list for the 
trade that the 
Brotherhood was formed IO years ago, 
sud the prospect of its accomplish­ 
ment at this time naturally has a very 
soothing effect both on the manufac­ 
turers and the operatives, who 
are 
looking ahead intelligently. 
There has always been an air af un­ 
certainty among both employers and 
employed, and it was after years of 
this chaotic state that the representa­ 
tions of both sides finally gathered at 
Pittsburg and after days of hard work 
decided upon a list. 
The list as finally adopted contained 
Practically the 
suggestions of 
the 
and all seem agreed that it would 
seive to help both the men and opera­ 
tions in the long run, as it will tend 
0 elevate the trade. 
. ^hile there is a disposition on the 


part of some of the jiggermen to still 
tight against the installation of 
the 
list, the prevailing sentiment among 
the potters is that they will see its rea­ 
sonableness and that it will be put in 
j force here within the next IU days. It 
is expected that the Brotherhood offi­ 
cials will meet shortly with the jigger­ 
men, and that when the list is fully ex­ 
plained they will not further protest. 
When seen about the matter yester­ 
day, President Huges refused to dis­ 
cuss it further than to say that he 
was hopeful of the list going into ef­ 
fect in Trenton. 
He would not say 
what had been done in regard to the 
jiggermen. 
"We are working for the good of the 
whole trade,” he said, ‘‘and not for any 
particular branch. It is our purpose to 
try and elevate the entire industry and 
we are endeavoring to see that 
the 
men get fair play. 
So far, where the 
list has gone into effect it has worked 
with 
great satisfaction, and we be­ 
lieve that its installation here would 
be a great benefit to all the potters of 
the city.” 
In an interview with a True Ameri­ 
can reporter yesterday Albert Croot, 
president of the jiggermen's 
union, 
said: 
“We have had 
no 
communication 
from the executive board to meet us 
and discuss the scale, and we don’t 
want any. 
‘‘The jiggermen are perfectly satis­ 
fied with the wages they are getting 
and do not w ish any change. 
‘‘I admit that a uniform price list 
throughout the country would be an 
excellent thing, but a man working at 
the bench cannot sacrifice the reduc­ 
tion the scale calls for for the sake 
of uniformity. 
‘‘Take my own 
case for instance. 
Should the jiggermen accept the scale 
my envelope would be from $6 to $8 
less when Saturday night came. 
‘‘The Brotherhood officials say a pro­ 
vision has been made in the scale to 
reimburse the jiggermen for the in­ 
adequate facilities they have to con­ 
tend with. But where is the manufac­ 
turer who is going to admit that the 
facilities of his plant are inferior to 
his competitors. 
‘‘That is about all I have to say, and 
I will state that I do not believe that 
the jiggermen wrill ever again be affil­ 
iated with the Brotherhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters.”

London, Aug. 4.—According to a spo- 
clai dispatch from Shanghai, dated 
August 3, the advancing column of the 
Allies was reported there yesterday to 
have reached n point 3."» miles beyond 
Tfen Tsin. 
Nothing from any |x>int 
corroborates this statement. 
In faet, 
The Standard goes so far as to say 
that It fears tin* real advance, apart 
from preliminary measures, has not 
yet begun. 
Tien Tsin dispatches, dated J uly 30, 
tell of an action which is lorned a 
“ reeonnoissance between the .J apanese 
and Chinese” two miles beyond the 
Haiku arsenal, in which the J apanese 
withdrew after suffering 30 casualties. 
The Tien Tsin correspondent of The 
Standard, under date of J uly *J7, de 
Clares that the Americans and Ger­ 
mans have been ordered to move for­ 
ward without waiting for the British.. 
A Che Foo special, dated August 1, 
announces the safety of all the Ameri­ 
cans in Pekin and the reception of a 
letter from I)r. Chaltman, dated Pekin. 
J uly 20, saying that on the previous 
day Sir Claude MacDonald, the Brit- 
ish minister, had agreed to a truce 
provided the Chinese came no clorer, 
and adding: 
“ We 1»o|h* this means relief, but, hav­ 
ing defeated the Chinese, we are fear­ 
ful now of treachery. 
All are ex- 
1ialisted with constant watching, fight­ 
ing and digging trenches. The* grcat- 
e» t credit is due Mr. Squires, secre­ 
tary of the United States legation, 
whose military experience and energy 
are Invaluable.” 
The Hongkong correspondent of The 
Dally Express announces the arrival 
there from San Francisco of Homer 
Lea, for some time secret agent In the 
United States of the Society for the 
Reformation of the Chinese Empire, 
with £ 00,000 sterling, which “ will pre­ 
sumably he utilized In connection w!th 
the revolutionary movement against 
the Empress Dowager, a movement 
quiescent since 1S08 until within the 
last few weeks..” 
Nearly all the correspondents* con­ 
firm the reports of a wholesale mas- 
aacre of Christians outside of Pekin, 
a correspondent of The Daily News 
giving the mini tier of killed as between 
10,000 and 15.000, nil defenseless con­ 
verts. Imperial troops—so It is stated 
—did the ghastly work. 
According to the Shanghai corre­ 
spondent of The Times, one of the

Wy are General Yung Lu and Wang 
Wen Shao, president of the board of 
revenue, whose influence is small. • .

New York, Aug. 4.—Rev. .A B. Leon- 
anl. corresponding secretary of the 
Methodist Missionary society, teceived 
a cablegram from Rev. 8[>encpr Lewis, 
of the West Chinn mission. Mr. Lewis 
cabled from Chungking,in the province 
of Szeehuen, as follows*

day.” The message is not dated. 
The Presbyterian Isiard of foreign 
missions received a cablegram from 
Iiev.

“ Nodoa arrived. Hainan quiet. La­ 
dies Hongkong.”

All of the missionaries sent out by 
the Presbyterian board and about 
whose whereabouts there had been 
uncertainty are now accounted for, al­ 
though some are still in Pekin.

Public movements looking to a permanent 
improvement of the roads and highways of the 
oountry meet, with our cordial approval, and 
we recommend this subject to the earnest con­ 
sideration of the p« ople and of the legislature» 
of the several states. 
We favor the extension of the rural free de­ 
livery service wherever the extension may be 
J ustified. 
In further pursuance of the constant 
policy of the Republican party to provide 
free homes on the public domain we rec­ 
ommend ade« juate national legislation to 
reclaim the arid lands of the United 
States, reserving control of the distribu­ 
tion of water for irrigation to the respec­ 
tive states and territories. 
vVe favor home rule for an d the early 
admission to statehood of the territories 
o f New Mexico, Arizona and Oklahoma. 
The Dingley act, amended to provide 
sufficient revenue for the conduct of the 
war, has so well performed its work that 
It is possible to reduce the war debt in the 
sum of $40,(XMMH)0. So ample are the gov- 
•rnm ont’s revenues and so great is the 
public confidence in the integrity of its 
oblig ations that its newly-funded 2 per 
cent bonds sell at a premium. 
The coun­ 
try is now justified in expecting, and it 
will be the policy of the Republican party 
to bring about, a reduction of the war 
tax . 
We favor the construction, ownership, 
control and protection of an isthmian ca­ 
nal by the government of the United 
States. 
New markets are necessary for 
the increasing surplus of our farm prod­ 
ucts. Every effort should be made to open 
and obtain new markets especially in the 
Orient, and the administration is warmly 
to be commended for its successful effort

Moses B. Corwin represented Champaign county in the house of the gen* 
eral assembly from 1839 to 1841. He was elected to the Thirty-first congress 
In 1848 from the Fourth district, made up of Champaign, Union, Logan, 
Miami and Clark counties, and was again elected, in 1852, to the Thirty-third 
from the Eighth district, Champaign, Clark, Logan, Union and Delaware 
counties.

At the date of the last reported 
statement by the national banks. April 
20. I OOO. their holdings were $105,700,- 
812. 
The treasury holdings May I 
were $420,080,371 .the two aggt gating 
$022,720,243. 'Phe estimate for May I 
was $1,043,525,117, which left $420.- 
000.000 to be accounted for as held by 
state and private banks, trust com­ 
panies and in safes, tills, pockets and 
hoards. 
This is the sum subject to 
modification. 
“No account has been taken in the 
past of gold caried out of the coun­ 
try on the persons of travelers.” 
Mr. Roberts said inquiries bad been 
made and be estimated this at from 
$000,000 to $800,000. 
Inquiries had 
been addressed to about 45.000 firms 
regarding the amounts used by manu­ 
facturers. jewelers, dentists etc., and 
about 70 per cent replied.

Mr. Muhlcinan. of the New York sub­ 
treasury. has been a diligent student 
of the subject for years, and is of opin 
ion that owing chiefly to errors mad* 
prior to 1885 the estimate had been too 
large by perhaps $100,000,000.

HORRORS OF IHE 


INDIA FAMINE 


Bead the Pen Pictures of the Awful 
Suffering of Human 
Beings. 


LOUIS KLOPSGH TELLS A STORY 


That Is Unparalleled In Its V ivid 
Delineation of Misery and 
Death.

We journeyed 150 miles south, and 
200 miles north, of Bombay. 
Desola­ 
tion and death were written all over 
the famine district. A more discourag­ 
ing condition could not well be imag­ 
ined. For miles and miles not a blade 
of grass! The sun relentlessly 
sent 
Its destructive rays on man and beast. 
The hot soil, hard-baked, refracted the 
heat and rendered 
life 
a 
burden. 
Crowds of human beings, emaciated 
and debilitated, moved from place to 
place in vain search for food, mutely 
appealing for help that never came. 
Cattle, reduced to very skeletons, fee­ 
bly crept about in quest of fodder, and 
in lieu of it licked the hot soil 
as 
though to propitiate its anger. Trees, 
stripped of all their bark to the very 
tips, stood out like white 
skeletons 
against the cruel, fiery sky. Vultures, 
perched on leafless branches, listless­ 
ly waited for victims. 
Not a breath 
was stirring. The silence of death had 
settled upon the 
country. 
It feel it 
now as I write, so much so that the 
scratching of the pen seems harsh 
and intrusive. There is something un­ 
canny about this silence. 
It 
enters 
one’s very being and benumbs one’s 
senses. It kills ambition. The desire 
for life passes away and an absolute 
Indifference to fate takes its place. 
We were in the great graveyard of In­ 
dia. 
It covered 350,000 square miles, 
equal to any eight states west of the 
Mississippi. 
Death and 
decay were 
round about us on every hand. Possi­ 
bly we might never again get beyond 
its confines. 
Who could tell! 
Awful 
as it was, we did not realize it then, 
for that required thought, and this 
ominous, death-like silence paralyzed 
thought. 
The Famine’s Havoc at Godhra. 
But we had a mission to perform, 
and strength had to be mustered for 
the effort. We were bound for Godhra. 
Terrible things had been reported of 
Its condition. Cholera had stampeded 
Its great camp of 14,000 famine work­ 
ers. Unburied dead were reported as 
lying arouud on every hand. Contagion 
had spread in every direction and fear 
and apprehension had been freely ex­ 
pressed for our welfare by those well 
informed, as to the nature of the risk 
we were Incurring. 
But Godhra was 
on the list, aud therefore to Godhra 
we went. After a mournful experience 
in the poor house at Baroda, concern­ 
ing which I will write in a future let­ 
ter, we 
started out, on 
the 
Great 
Western railroad, arriving there at 7 
o’clock In the availing. Rev. Robert 
Ward, one of God’s noblemen, a con­ 
secrated Methodist missionary, 
met 
us and took Rev. E. F. Frease (his pre­ 
siding elder), who had accompanied 
us, and myself, to his home, located 
half an hour’s drive in the 
interior. 
After supper, while seated 
on 
the 
porch, on the lookout for a stray whiff 
of fresh air, Mr. Ward showed me the 
photograph of a dead child, and told 
me a story which saddens me when­ 
ever I recall it. 
While he and his 
dear wife—God bless them and com­ 
fort them—were 
working 
day 
and 
night caring for thousands of cholera 
patients, it pleased God to call this, 
their 
only child, to himself, 
away 


from the scenes of misery and death 
that surrounded it. 
A friend made a 
little coffin and they buried their darl­ 
ing a f£w yards from the house. Then 
without waiting to mourn, they con­ 
tinued their work, and not until the 
siege was over did they realize the ex­ 
tent of their 
terrible bereavement. 
Then nature gave way and reaction 
set in. 
I had noticed that Mrs. Ward 
was exceptionally sad and quiet during 
the 
meal, 
indeed, it was painfully 
noticeable. I could not explain it. Now 
I understood it all. 
Mr. Ward told 
me how dreadfully they missed their 
little one and what a great comfort 
she had been to her mother in the wil­ 
derness of woe in which, as Christ’s 
servants, they were rendering services 
such as only consecrated missionaries 
can. That night as I retired I offered 
up an earnest prayer that God would 
comfort, sustain and strengthen them, 
and enable them to trust steadfastly 
and unwaveringly even 
where 
they 
could not see. 
At 6 o’clock In the morning I awoke, 
and after a hurried breakfast, 
we 
started out across fields to the poor 
house. On the way we saw numerous 
skeletons and skulls of cholera vic- 
times. Three thousand had died iii four 
days and many bodies had not yet been 
discovered, for the sick had fled in all 
directions, dying on the fields, by the 
roadside, in the gulches and under the 
trees. 
We passed the place of burn­ 
ing, and here skulls and bones in large 
numbers, charred but not consumed, 
were plentiful among the ashes of the 
dead. Two men, who had been bribed 
to help remove the bodies where they 
could be burned, themselves had fallen 
victims to the dread scourge and had 
died near the very spot where 
the 
burning was proceeding, and then and 
there their own bodies were consigned 
to the flames. Passing on, we looked 
over into the bed of a dry stream, and 
there we saw a sight 
sickening be­ 
yond description. A body, partly clad, 
lay doubled up as though the victim 
had died in intensest agony. A large 
hole in the the loft side showed where 
vultures had torn out the heart. The 
skull was almost entirely denuded of 
flesh, 
it was ghastly, indeed. A sight 
which, though one should live centur­ 
ies can never lie effaced from the mem­ 
ory. 
At last we arrived at the hospital. 
How different from what we had seen 
in the morning at Baroda! 
A Chris­ 
tian missionary had lent a hand and 
out of chaos came order. Ten native 
Christian converts acted as nurses. Ev­ 
erything was clean and bright, and the 
patients seemed as well cared for as 
if in America. 
It was an oasis in the 
desert. A few weeks before, this hos­ 
pital had been as horrible as that at 
Dohad, described further on. The gov­ 
ernment gave Mr. Ward an opportuni­ 
ty to do missionary work, and a trans­ 
formation ensued that made the God­ 
hra hospital the best I saw in India. 
The beds were clean. 
The patients 
were cheerful. 
The attendants were 
kind and sympathetic. 
No offensive 
ordor 
greeted us at the gate. 
The 
death rate was normal. My heart re­ 
joiced and I could not help making 
mental comparison between Hinduism 
and Christianity, as evinced by their 
respective fruits. How glad I felt that 
the Christian Herald and its army of 
readers had so liberally contributed to 
blessed work such as this. Here was 
a practical demonstration 
of 
what 
Christ’s missionaries 
are 
doing all 
over this benighted land. I thanked 
God that he had put it into my heart 
to go and see for myself what he Is 
doing through 
that noble band 
of 
men and women, who have given up 
home and friends and kindred to do 
his will and to let their light so shine 
that men. seeing their good 
works, 
might he persuaded 
to 
glorify our 
Heavenly Father. It was good almost 
beyond relief, and for the encourage­ 
ment 
of our readers who, in behalf 
of India have made many heroic sac­ 
rifices, I had a photograph taken.

The Condition of Trade in T h is City 


Still Continues to be V e ry 


Good. 
TI#4 Crockery Journal has the fol­ 
lowing to say of the condition of trade 
in this city: 
“It is an encouraging fact with a 
majority of the potters that in reply 
to inquiries nine-tenths of the back de­ 
mands, even to March, are ordered 
shipped. 
One pottery sent one hun­ 
dred and sixty letters to patrons after 
the fifteenth and received less than 
half a dozen 
countermands. 
Other 
potteries have practically cleared their 
order files and are at work on stock 
and July orders. 
Few are receiving 
enough current orders to absorb their 
daily productions. 
There are, how­ 
ever, some plants that have contracts 
and orders taken earlier sufficient in 
amount to keep them busy for the next 
OO days, and one manager says 
his 
contracts will keep him practically em­ 
ployed till December. 
Two or three 
potteries have not a single salesman 
on the road, and announce that they 
will need none till late in the fall, if 
at all this season.”

The Trenton True American of yes­ 
terday has the 
following interesting 
account of the pottery situation in that 
city: 
if the jiggermen take as kindly to 
the new wage scale, after it has been 
fully explained to them, as did the 
kilnraen at their meeting, the mission 
of the executive committee of 
the 
Brotherhood of Operative Potters will 
be downed with 
success, and 
the 
new scale will be installed in the pot­ 
teries of Trenton. 
At the meeting of the kilnmen’s lo­ 
cal. which by the way is 
the third 
strongest branch of the Brotherhood. 
it was decided to accept the list adopt­ 
ed at 
the Pittsburg 
conference 
of 
manufacturers and operatives, and rat­ 
ified at the recent national convention 
of the Brotherhood held at Wheeling. 
I he meeting was a representative 
one and much interest was manifested 
in the new scale. 
The kilnmen have 
all along felt that the scale would 
work a hardship to them and have 
fought it tooth and nail. 
But upon a full presentation of the 
case last night by President Hughes. 
Vice President Hutchins and Secreta­ 
ry Duffy, the local decided that it was 
not only to the 
best interests of the 
trade, but to their own interests to 
have the uniform scale in force. 
The meeting was a most satisfactory 
one and the outcome augurs well for a 
peaceful Solution of the difficulty that 
has been staring the potters in the 
face. It was feared that the kilnmen 
would not accept the scale and that it 
would thus be an impossible thing to 
have it go into effect in the local pot­ 
teries. 
I he list affects all the local potter­ 
ies, with the exception of those mak­ 
ing sanitary and vitrous china. There 
are 11 plants w hich are affected in ev­ 
ery branch of it. They are the Etruria, 
Prospect Hill and East Trenton, opera­ 
ted by Charles Howell Cook; the Cres­ 
cent, operated by the Trenton Potter­ 
ies company; the Lamberton 
works, 
operated by the Maddock Pottery com­ 
pany; the International; the Glasgow, 
operated by the John Moses & Sons 
company; the Mercer, 
operated by 
James Moses; the Willets, Hart Brew­ 
er and Anchor potteries. 
Among both the manufacturers and 
operatives there is a disposition to 
have the list go into effect.

“I ake my own 
case for instance. 
Should the jiggermen accept the scale 
my envelope would be from $6 to $8 
less when Saturday night came. 
“The Brotherhood officials say a pro­ 
vision has been made in the scale to 
reimburse the jiggermen for the in­ 
adequate facilities they have to con­ 
tend with. But where is the manufac­ 
turer who is going to admit that the 
facilities of his plant are inferior to 
his competitors. 
“That is about all I have to say, and 
I will state that I do not believe that 
the jiggermen will ever again be affil­ 
iated with the Brotherhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters.”

Washington, Aug. 4.—Mr. Roberts, 
director of the mint, in speaking of 
the probable modification of the pres­ 
ent estimate of the stock of gold in the 
country, said, in part: 
“Some modifications of the present 
estimate will doubtless lie made as the 
result of an extended inquiry that is 
being made by this bureau and by Mr. 
Mtihlemau, of the New York sub-treas­ 
ury, but the reduction will be small as 
compared with the stock. The original 
basis of the treasury estimate is a com­ 
putation made by Dr. Linderman, di­ 
in 1873 
(told was 
then at a premium and not in general 
circulation. 
He took the amount lo 
the treasury and In national banks ami 
added $20.(100,000 for the circulation 
on the Pacific coast and $10,000.(>90 for 
the holdings of other banks and hoards 
—in all f135,000,(<00. 
“To this has been added each year 
the coinage and Imports of domestic 
coin, and subtracted the rec »iniige. 
the exports and an estimated s un for 
consumption in the arts. 
I he result 
is the current estimate. 
“The gold In the treasury and in the 
national banks comprises only part 
of the stoek that can be actually count­ 
ed. 
At the date of the last reported 
statement by the national banks. April 
20. 1900. their holdings were $195.7(19,- 
812. 
The treasury holdings May I 
were $420,980,371 .th*- two alligating 
$022,729,243. The estimate for May I 
was $1,043,525,117. which left $420.- 
000.000 to lie accounted for as held by 
state and private banks, trust com­ 
panies and In safes, tills, pockets ami 
hoards. 
This is the sum subject to 
modification. 
“No account has been taken in the 
past of gold caried out of the coun­ 
try on the jiersons of travelers.” 
Mr. Roberts said inquiries had been 
made and be estimated this at from 
$000,000 to $.800,000. 
Inquiries hail 
been addressed to about 45.000 firms 
regarding the amounts used by manu­ 
facturers. jewelers, dentists etc., ami 
about 70 |h t cent replied. 
This was 
estimated at about $3,500,000. 
Mr. Muhleman. of the New York sub­ 
treasury. has Immui a diligent student 
of the subject for years, ami is of opin­ 
ion that owing chiefly to errors made 
prior to 18sr. the estimate had been too 
large by perhaps $100,000,000. M. Rob­ 
erts says some of Mr. Muhlernan’s fig 
tires will likely be adopted, and as a 
result of the revision the amount will 
lie reduced between $30,000,000 and 
$100,000,000. 
He thinks the matter 
should he further looked Into.

RESOLVED, by the Council of the 
City of East Liverpool, Ohio, 
(two- 
thirds of all the members 
elected 
therto concurring), that it is necessary 
(and its intention is hereby declared), 
to improve Trentvale street between 
the points above named, in the follow­ 
ing manner: 
The curbing shall be set along the 
east curbline from Sheridan Avenue 
to the north line of Peak s addition 
and a twelve (12) foot roadway shall 
be paved along next the curb, and from 
the north line of Peak’s addition to 
the stone culvert twelve (12) feet of 
the west half of the roadway shall be 
paved. 
The bricks used must be the best 
quality of roadway paving bricks set 
on edge. 
The work must be done in 
accordance with the plans and speci­ 
fications on file in the office of the City 
Engineer and under his supervision.* 
The cost and expense of the said 
improvement, except so much thereof 
as tile law requires to be placed on the*
